PERCY 


The  required  search  has  now  been  completed.  An 
examination  of  records  at  this  Office  shows  that  we  do 
not  possess  any  body  of  material  relating  to  the  Percy 
family  in  Co.  Wicklow.    We  have a  registered  pedigree 
of  the  Percys  of  Ballintemple  in  King's  county,  and  alsc 
some  unofficial  pedigress  of  the  same  family.      We  have 
various  other  references  to  the  name  Percy  and  Piercy, 
which  show;  that  the  name  occurred  mainly  in  Dublin,  in 
King's  County  as  above,  in  Co  Leitrim,  and  in  Co  Cork. 
The  Co.  Leitrim  family  appear  to  be  a  junior  branch  of 
the  Ballintemple  Percys. 

Three  references  -  all  in  the  first  half  of  the 
18th  century  -  were  found  to  Percy  in  Co  Wicklow,  thus 
establishing  that  there  was  a  family  there  at  this 
date.     The  three  references  appear  to  be  linked,  and 
indicate  that  the  family  were  of  some  substance  and 
property. 

In  the  Index  to  Prerogative  Wills  there  occurs 
only  one  reference  to  a  Percy  in  Co  Wicklow,  that  of 
Henry  Percy  of  Seskin,  Co  Wicklow,  whose  will  was 
proved  in  1725.    This  will  has  been  destroyed,  but  an 
abstract  of  it,  made  by  Sir  William  Betham,  reads, 

Henry  Percy  of  Seskin,  Co  Wicklow  Esq,  dated  10 
December  1720,  proved  12  July  1725  -  son  Emerson  -  wife 
Elizabeth  Percy  alias  Percy  -  daughters  Mary  Warren, 


Elizabeth  Montgomery,  Anne,  Harriett  and  Jane  Percy  - 
daughter  Hannah  Hoy  alias  Percy  -  brother  Robert  Percy  - 
father  William  Paul  -  son  Richard  Warren. 

In  an  index  to  obituaries  from  newspapers,  the

What  is  obviously  a  reference  to  the  same  man 
occurs  in  the  Index  to  Prerogative  Administrations 
Intestate . 

Robert  Percy,  Snugboro,  Co  Wicklow,  Esq,  23  February 
1750-1,  to  Elizabeth  Shee,  wife  of  Patrick  3hee,  the 
daughter. 

The  Index  to  townlands  of  Ireland  shows  that  both 
Seskin  and  Snugborough  in  Co  Wicklow  are  in  the  Barony 
of  Upper  Talbotstown  and  parish  of  Donaghmore.  The 
two  places  being  in  the  same  parish,  it  seems  possible 
that  Robert  of  Snugborough  is  identical  with  Robert 
Percy,  mentioned  as  brother  by  Henry  of  Seskin. 

Since  these  are  the  only  fercys  so  far  found  in 
Wicklow  it  would  seem  advisable  to  investigate  them 
further.    The  parochial  records  are  extant  from  1720 
for  the  parish  of  Donaghmore,  and  this  is  probably 
the  most  direct  method  of  obtaining  more  information. 
They  are  in  the  custody  of  the  rector,  and  no  copies 


are  available  in  Dublin,  nor  indeed  are  copies  of  any  other 
Co  Wicklow  parochial  records. 

Of  the  1766  Census  only  five  Wicklow  parishes  are 
available,  and  these  do  not  include  Donaghinore.  They 
were  examined,  but  no  Percys  found  therein. 

An  index  to  the  tithe  applotment  books  of  Co 
Wicklow  (c.  1825-35)  shows  no  reference  to  Percy  or 
Piercy  in  the  county  at  this  date:  an  index  to  Griffith's 
valuation  (c.  1350)  shows  one  reference. 

Wicklow  is  in  the  Diocese  of  G-lendalough ,  which 
Diocese  is  joined  to  that  of  Dublin,  and  for  this  reason 
the  entries  from  the  Dublin  3-rant  Book  have  been 
included  in  the  appendix  to  this  report,  even  though 
they  do  not  seem  relevant* 

It  is  possible  that  search  at  the  Registry  of 
Deeds  might  prove  of  assistance,  but  it  is  suggested 
that  first  investigation  should  be  made  of  the 
Donaghinore  registers. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  report  will  prove  of 
interest  and  assistance.

Your  plan  to  search  ship  passenger  lists  seems 
interesting,  but-  as  you  say-  may  only  yield  incidental  details. 
If  you  have  found  a  satisfactory  searcher  in  London,  I  would  not 
be  sorry  to  hear  her  address.  Such  people,  I  think,  are  rare. 
Incidently,  the  Irish  College  of  Heralds  has  every  Irish  Parish 

register  on  microfilm,  and  will  search  these  for  010  for 
6  hours.    They  are  in  Dublin  Castle,  Dublin. 

I  have  lost  faith  in  Irish  genealogists.  One  has 
published  a  pedigree  gained  from  "indisputable  sources"  ^  of 
the  Kirwan  family  which  is  uninterrupted  in  male  line  right 
back  to  Adam.  No  kidding.    The  Bristows  go  back,  on  more  believable 
evidence,  to  Rollo,  first  Buke  of  Normandy  (91h) >  and  through  Rollo's 
wife,  to  Charlemagne,  so  the  writing  of  this  family  history  should 
be  fun. 

I  have  recently  taken  an  interest  in  local  history, 
and  am  thinking  of  compiling  a  pictorial  history  of  Ottawa  (no 
text,  only  photographs  and  drawings) .  I  already  have  several  hundred 
pictures  and  access  to  thousands  more.  The  idea  intrigues  me. 

I  would  be  most  interested  in  seeing  your  own  family 
history,  particularly  that  of  the  fercy  family.  Perhaps  I  can  run 
dovm  to  Bath  some  Sunday  before  going  up  North?  Besides,  conversation 
is  much  more  rewarding  than  letters.  Can  you  tell  me  if  any  Percys 
married  any  of  the  French  Kings  from  Charlemagne  down  to  Lewis  the 
Simple,  or  any  of  Charlemagne's  ancestors  back  to  £  Pepin  of  Landen  ? 
or  any    Boteler  of  Marmion  ???

It  is  the  only  lead 
yet  uncovered,  ccjeent  possibly  passenger  lists  to  U.  o.  about  1770-£.  These  are 
very  elusive,  and  I  have  never  traced  any  down  successfully.  A  friend  of  mine 
found  several  having  to  do  with  ships  from  the  southwest  of  Scotland.  They  must 
be  somewhere.  Incidentally,  I  dc  not  expect  Mich  from  my  queries  re  passenger 
lists.  Ibvjevei,  I  am  hoping  that  we  may  be  able  to  locate  the  port  of  entry  for 
Edstirbaff.  I  have  a  suspicion  that  it  was  Palifsae,  and  not  St.  John's,  "Ifld.  It, 
too,  may  give  age,  birthplace  and  parentage.  Let's  hone  so.  That  reliable  woman 
in  London  is  HLsf  E*  H.  Bryant,  7  Dalebury  Load,  London  %  \  ".?,  ;ngl?nd.  Tell 
her  that  I  rcccrcmendcd  her  to  you. 

To  be  truthful,  I  too  look  with  scepticism  on  those  wild  peof>le 
who  trace  desean*  beyond  the  Battle  of  Tastings,  except  in  very  well-known  families. 
However,  one  must  adx&t  that,  the  Irish  bards  gave  a  very  interesting  account  of 
the  descent  of  certain  families,  all,  of  course,  \dthout  tlp&UBMlMgy  oroof,  and 
only  by  word  of  mouth  from  one  generation  to  another. 

'  bile  I  am  in  memory,  the  Howards  also  have  a  long  pedigree. 
In  fact,  they  soring,  in  the  female  line,  from  Adeiioa,  the  Fair  riaid  of  lfcrhant, 
wider.:  of  Heray  I  of  England,  and  her  second  husband,  William  de  Albini,  Aleliaa 
was  a  half-sister  of  Joscoline  de  Louvailn  who  married  the  Percy  heiress.  Therefore, 
Adeliza  ahd  Josceline  have  the  sa&e  line  back  to  Charlemagne. 

Your  Idea  of  a  pictorial  history  of  Ottawa  is  most  fascinating, 
and  should  prove  very  rewarding.  Play  around  with  it  and  see  what  can  be  done.  It 
should  bo  a  sensation.  Do  not  let  it  drop  without  going  into  it  further. 

I  am  waiting  day  by  day  for  some  further  results  of  Mitts 
Bryant's  work.  If  she  comes  on  anything  I  shall  let  you  know  immediately.  3e 
sure  that  I  have  your  nortliem  address,  if  mail  will  reach  you.

His  (James  Percy)  eldest  son,  Sir  Anthony  Percy  became  Lord  Mayor  o«  Dublin  in  1699 
and  was  knighted  at  the  elose  of  his  term  of  office.  A  grandson,  Henry  Percy  of  Seskin, 
co  Y/icklow,  at  one  time  published  a  pamphlet,  now  very  rare,  in  which  he  reviewed  and 
renewed  James  Percy's  claim  to  the  Earldom.  This  branch  is  now  supposed  to  be  extinct 
m  the  male  line.  But  the  claimant's  two  younger  sons  also  left  descendants.  One  of  them 
John  Percy  of  Ball  in  temple,  Kings  co.  was  granted  by  Sir  William  Beltham,  Ulster  King 
of  Arms,  the  following  armorial  bearings  in  evident  recognition  of  Percy ts  claimed  descent 
from  the  House  of  Northumberland: -

HERALDRY  OF  WORCESTERSHIRE. 

PERCY  or  PIERCY  of  Worcester. 

This  family,  of  which  the  celebrated  Dr.  Thomas  Percy,  Bishop  of  Dromore,  was 
the  last  male  heir  (there  is,  however,  a  family  still  existing  in  the  county 
named  Piercy.  Of  this  family  was  the  Rev.  Daniel  Piercy,  rector  of  Shrawley  1764 
who  used  for  arms  the  Percy  lion,  quartering  gules,  three  lucies  haurient  argent 
for  Lucy  as  borne  by  the  Earls  &  Dukes  of  Northumberland)  is  stated  to  have  descended 
from  John  Percy,  "who  retired  from  the  north  to  Worcester  about  1520  and  brought  with 
him  his  son,  Thomas,  then  an  infant."  This  John  was  supposed  by  the  Bishop  of  Dromere 

from  the  concurrence  of  many  peculiar  circumstances"  to  have  been  identical  with 
John  Percy  of  Newton-by-the-Sea,  son  of  Henry  Percy,  and  grandson  of  Sir  Ralph 
Percy,  a  younger  brother  of  Henry,  3rd  Earl  of  Northumberland.

Dr.  Percy  married  in  1759  Anne  Gutteridge  (to 
whom  he  had  addressed  the  pastoral  ballad,  "0  Nancy,  wilt  thou  go  with  me?'1),  but 
died  without  surviving  male  issue  on  30th  Sept.,  1811,"  revered  (says  one  of  his 
biographers)  by  all  sects  and  classes  in  his  diocese,  to  whom  the  exercise  of 
every  virtue — charity,  piety  and  hospitality —  had  endeared  him  during  an  episcopate 

of  nearly  thirty  years

Early  genealogy  is  not  authentic. 

Percy  after  10E6  "became  the  property  of  a  branch  of  the  Tessons,  the  greatest  baronial 
house  in  Normandy,  and  so  continued  in  the  reign  of  Richard  I  (Stapleton  Mag* 
Sot.  Scoc.  Norm.  1  LXXXIII,  2  XIII.).  Ralph  Tesson  was  of  Anjou  in  the  10th 
century.  Ralph  Taxo,  his  son,  witnessed  with  Pulco,  Count  of  Anjou,  a  charter  of 
King  Robert,  1028  (Gall.  Christ.  VIII  297  Instr. ).  He  or  his  father  acquired 
a  barony  in  Normandy,  perhaps  by  marriage  and  founded  the  abbey  of  Pontenay  (Gall. 
Christ.  XI  413);  and  in  1047,  Ralph  Tesson  of  Cinquelais  led  120  knights  of  his 
dependence  to  aid  Duke  William  at  the  battle  of  Val  des  Dunes  (De  Greville,  Ave. 
Chateaux).  The  lesson  barony  1165  consisted  of  60  knights  fees  (Peod.  Norm.  Duchesne). 

Prom  this  House  descended  the  Marmions,  of  whom  ?/illiam  Marmilon  of  Fontenay 
(a  Tesson  estate)  witnessed  a  charter  of  Ralph  Tesson,  probably  his  brother,  in 
1070  (Gall.  Christ.  XI  413).  The  Byrons  seem  to  have  been  another  branch.  The 
Percys  probably  derive  from  Ernegis  or  Erneis  Tesson,  brother  of  Ralph  and  co- 
founder  of  Pontenay  1050  (G$ll.  Christ.  XI  413).  He  had  William,  Serlo  and  Ralph 
de  Percy  who  came  to  England  in  1066  and  from  whom  the  English  Percys  descended. 
The  arms  of  these  families  show  their  wrrg-rir  common  origin.  The  Tessons  bore  a 
fesse,  the  Marmions  the  same,  the  Percys  a  fesse  indented,  the  Percys  of  the 
South  fessy  or  barry  and  the  Byrons  bendy  for  fessy.  The  distinction  is  chiefly 
made  by  tinctures.

The  '•Lord  Piercy"  who  met  with  a  fatal  motoring  accident  in  Sardinia  was  Mr. 
Gerald  Piercy,  a  member  of  the  family  of  Marchiviel  Hall,  near  Wrexham  (Denbigh  co. ) , 
who  ovvn  much  property  in  Sardinia. 

He  was  son  of  Mr.  B.  H»  Piercy  and  a  nephew  of  Lady  Buchanan  Jardine  and  of  Mrs. 
James  Bell-Irving,  of  Makerstown,  Roxburghshire. 

The  Piercys  are  all  very  keen  about  sport,  and  one  of  them  kept  a  pack  of  hounds 
on  the  family  estate  in  Sardinia.

HERALDRY  OF  WORCESTERSHIRE. 


PERCY  or  PIERCY  of  Worcestershire. 

This  family,  of  which  the  celebrated  Dr.  Thomas  Perc; ,  Bishop  of  Dromore,  was 
the  last  male  heir  (There  is,  however,  a  family  still  existing  in  the  county  named 
Piercy.  Of  this  family  was  the  Rev.  Daniel  Piercy,  rector  of  Lhrawley,  1764,  who 
used  for  arms  the  Percy  lion,  chartering:  gules,  three  lucies  haurient  ardent  for 
Lucy,  as  borne  by  the  Earls  and  Dukes  of  Northumberland)  is  stated  to  have  been 
descended  from  John  Bercy,  "who  retired  from  the  north  to  Worcester  about  1550  and 
brought  with  him  his  son  Thomas,  then  an  infant."  This  John  was  supposed  by  the 
Bishop  o£  Dromore,  "from  the  concurrence  of  many  peculiar  circumstances"  to  r.av^  b 
been  identical  with  John  Percy  of  Newton-by-the-Eea,  son  of  Kenry  Percy,  and  grand- 
sen  of  Sir  Ralph  Percy,  a  younger  brother  of  Henry  3rd  Earl  cf  Northumberland.  Dr. 
Percy  printed  a  shoet  pedigree  of  his  family  about  the  year  1795,  in  which  'he  in- 
serted that  descent  which  he  had  previously  suggested  to  Nash;  but  such  descent, 
though  probable,  is  certainly  "not  proven."  From  Thomas,  the  supposed  sen  of  John 
Percy  of  Newton,  Thomas  Piercy,  mayor  of  Worcester  in  1G62,  was  lineally  descended. 
John  the  mayor's  son  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Arthur  Lowe,  cf  the  Lowe,  and 
was  father  of  Arthur  Percy,  born  1729,  Bishop  of  Dromore.  Dr.  Percy  married  in  1759 
Anne  Gutteridge  (to  whom  he  had  addressed  the  pastoral  ballad,  "0  Nancy,  wilt  thou 
go  with  me?"),  but  died  without  surviving  male  issue  on  30th  Sept.  1811,"  revered 
(says  one  of  his  boigraphers)  by  all  sects  and  classes  in  his  diocese,  to  whom  the 
exercise  of  every  virtue — charity,  piety  and  hospitality — had  endeared  him  during 

an  episcopate  of  nearly  thirty  years.

Under  "Piercie  of  Worcester,"  Perm  states — "This  family  dc  take  their  derivation 
from  the  noble  Earls  of  Northumberland,  as  witness  the  coat;  for  they  bear,  Or,  a 
lyon  rampant  azure,  which  is  the  same,  but  their  difference  is  a  mullet  cn  a  cres- 
cent surmounted  by  another  crescent  which  is  a  great  distance  from  the  first  house."

In  the  light  of  subsequent  researches  it  appears  most  likely  that  "  ard 

Percy"  stood  for  Edward  Percy,  bom  about  the  seme  time  as  Guiscard,  and  son  of 
Josceline  Percy  of  Newlands,  fourth  son  of  the  fourth  earl. 
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In  this  History  of  Hundred  of  Kfilley  (Bedfordshire)  Mr.  Ifa,  Marsh  Harvey  gives 
the  following  extracts  from  the  Pavenham  Registers: 

James  Pearcye  fil.  Henri ci  Percye  baptizat  fuit  xi.i  die  february  AQ.  dni.  1581. 

Baptizit  ft'illm  Pearcey  fillius  Henrici  Percye  15  Decembris  1583*. 

Baptiz.  Maria  Pearcye  filia  Henrici  Percye  k.7  Sept.  1590. 

Baptiz.  Alicia  Pearcye  filia  Henrici  Pearci  18  Jan.  1593. 

Sepulti  fuere  duo  (Willm)  filii  Henrici  Pearci  partus  £0  Jan.  1592. 

His  (James  Percy)  eldest  sen,  Sir  Anthony  Percy,  became  Lord  Mayor  of  Dublin 
in  1699  and  was  knighted  at  the  close  of  his  term  of  office.  A  grandson,  Henry  Percy 
of  Siskin,  co.  Wicklow,  at  one  time  published  a  pamphlet,  now  very  rare,  in  which 
he  reviewed  and  renewed  James  Percy's  claim  to  the  Earldom.  This  branch  is  now  supp- 
osed to  be  extinct  in  the  male  line.  But  the  claimant's  two  younger  sons  also  left 
descendants.  One  of  them,  John  Percy  of  Ballintemple,  King's  co.,  was  granted  by 
Sir  William  Beiham,  Ulster  King  of  Arms,  the  following  armorial  bearings  in  evident 
recognition  of  Percy's  claimed  descent  from  the  House  of  Northumberland :- 

Quarterly  1st  and  4th,  or  a  lion  rampt.  az.  between  3  trefoils  slipped  vert; 

<nd  and  3rd,  asure  5  fusils  in  fesse  or  between  2  trefoils  slipped  argent, 

all  within  a  border  gobony  gules  and  argent. 
From  this  John  Percy  claim  descent  George  Percy  of  Ballplonan,  near  Frankford,  King's 
co.,  end  John  Percy  of  Clononeen,  Borris-in-Ossory ,  Queen's  co.,  either  of  whom 
may  be  the  male  representative  of  old  James  Percy  the  "trunkmaker"  and  Ms  claims. 
A  Henry  Percy  also  resides  at  Larkfield,  near  Athlone,  end  claims  to  be  a  descendant 
James  Percy. 
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
